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Loo Tsung Humg, having recovered sufficiently 
from his wounds, was remeved from the Police Hospital 
during the morning of the 30th. July 1940, and handed 
over to the Japanese authorities the same afternoon 
together with two “Gmith & Wessen® Revolvers Nos. 
6213 and 8395 against a receipt.

His reascn 
for denying thin is rather obscure expecially when 
it is remembered that at the time of his arrest he 
wae found to be armed with a 038 anith,& Wesson 
revolver from which one bullet had been fired. 
Later it was ascertained by D.S.I. Ewins of the 
Arms Identification Section that the revolver was 
incapable of firing more than one shot owing to 
the fact that the cylinder could not rotate as 
the pawl guide wes out of order.
